THE  CANADIAN   PEACE 
CENTENARY    ASSOCIATION 


The  Secretary  has  the  honour  of  laying  before  the  members 
of  the  Association  the  subjoined  statement  of  suggestions 
which  have  been  made  as  to  methods  of  commemorating  the 
Centenary  of  1914. 

The  plan  followed  is  to  give,  first,  an  analysis  and  classi- 
fication of  the  several  suggestions;  secondly,  an  abstract  of 
them,  the  names  of  those  putting  them  forward  being  arranged 
in  alphabetical  order;  thirdly,  extracts  from  several  letters 
which  have  been  received  which  present  certain  aspects  of  the 
movement  which  appear  to  merit  attention. 

In  addition  to  the  suggestions  which  are  here  set  forth, 
the  Secretary  has  received  a  large  number  of  letters  expressing 
cordial  approval  of  the  object  of  the  Association  and  promis- 
ing support  and  assistance,  but  putting  forward  no  specific 
proposals. 

The  suggestions  which  have  been  received  fall  under  the 
following  headings: — 

1.  Proposals  as  to  methods  of  organizing  the  General 
Committee  and  carrying  on  its  work. 

2.  Proposals  for  the  actual  commemoration  cere- 
monies. 

3.  Proposals  for  physical  monuments  designed  to 
remind  posterity  of  the  anniversary. 

4.  Proposals  for  the  creation  of  institutions,  organiza- 
tions, movements,  etc.,  which  should  carry  on  the  work  of 
promoting  goodwill  between  the  British  Empire  and  the 
United  States. 

5.  Proposals  which  go  beyond  the  purpose  for  which 
this  Association  has  been  formed.
